Amtrack-for-Arkansas

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


that provides $4.1 million for 
Amtrak passenger train service 
to Arkansas waa given final 
congressional approval Satur- 
day and sent to the President. 


The bill also contains for ac- 


quisition of Cache River wet- 
lands and planning of a Lake 
Norfork bridge. 


Amtrak would run its trains 


from St. Louis through Little 
Rock and Texarkana to Dallas 
and on to Mexico. It would be 
one of two international rail 
passenger routes authorised by 
Congress. The other would link 
the system to Canada. 


Arkansas waa without rail 


passenger service for more 
than a year. It was one of four 
states not served by Amtrak. 


Amtrak officials say they are 


reluctant to add routes because 
the passenger line is struggling 
to reach the fiscal balance 
after accumulating a $146 mil- 
lion deficit in its first year of 


operation. 


The supplemental appropria- 


tion bill approved Saturday also 
provide $3 million to initiate the 
acquisition of wildlife mitiga- 
tion areas in the Cache River 
Basin. 


The Army Corps of Engi- 


neers, in charge of a project to 
channelize the river, will use 
the money to acquire land 
through purchase and ease- 
ment. 


The federal government will 


initially attempt to obtain at 
least 40.000 acres. The state 
may then split the cost acquir- 
ing additional easements with 
the Army Engineers. 


The $100,000 allocated for the 


bridge at Lake Norfork in 
North Arkansas will be used for 
preconstruction planning. The 
bridge will be built by the En- 
gineers and maintained by the 
state. It will cost about $14 mil- 
lion and will be primarily fi- 
nanced with federal funds.

Mudslide victims digging out 


BIG SUR, Calif. (AP) - 


Residents made homeless by 
mudslides at Big Sur, and mer- 
chants whose shops lay buried 
in up to five feet of mud con- 
templated a massive cleanup 
today after a week of often 
torrential rain finally eased off. 


Late Sunday afternoon Coast 


Highway 
1, 
which winds 


through Big Sur on the edge of 
the Pacific was reopened to ail 
traffic after emergency road 
crews cleared off tons of the 
oozing mud 


Some 30U persons were re- 


ported to have fled their 
homes. The Monterey County 
sheriff's office said a down 
houses were inundated in mud- 
slides pouring down rain-bat- 
tered mountainsides, and 13 
others were abandoned because 
water was contaminated and 


power and telephone service 
cut. 


Damage has been estimated 


at more than $500,000. 


No injuries were reported. 
The area !at was approxi- 


mately three miles long in the 
north-central sector of the scen- 
ic Big Sur district, which starts 
about 25 miles south of Monte- 
rey. 
Most of the refugees left their 


homes late Friday or Saturday, 
staying with friends or at inns 
that opened their doors to meet 
the crisis. 


Early Sunday, under renewed 


downpours a wall of mud six 
feet high and 40 feet wide 
dropped down from the moun- 
tains at the Big Sur Lodge. The 
goo oozed down the road and 
seeped into the lodge, which 
had been cleaned more than 


once from previous invi 


"It came by for 36 


just like a brown troop train- 
trees, rocks, debris floating 
by," said Einar Morneas, reser- 
vations clerk at the lodge. 


At Big Sur Village, about two 


miles from the lodg*;, mud 
stood four and five feet deep in 
the rustic shops that serve the 
usually colorful small popu- 
lation and yearly trek of 
tourists. 


Authorities never issued an 


order to evacuate the area, but 
at Ft. Ord 40 miles north Modi- 
vac teams and helicopters 
stood by for that purpose. 


Trailer homes were jammed 


against each other. One trailer 
floated away in the mud. In at 
least one case a store's mer- 
chandise was shoved outside by 
the mud river. 
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Patman says 
Americans

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Wright Patman, chairman of 
the House Banking Committee, 
says Americans arc "scream- 
ing out" to demand the facts in 
the break-in and alleged bug- 
ging of Democratic National 
headquarters here. 


Patman said Sunday nil com- 


mittee has documents which 
show that Nixon campaign 
funds were used to buy elec- 
tronic equipment from James 
W. McCord, one of five men ar- 
rested inside the Democratic 
offices on June 17. 


He said the equipment was 


described as "audio-counter- 
measures radio receiver and 
alarm." He added: "My un- 
derstanding is that it's a bug- 
ging device." But he acknowl- 
edged he didn't know to what, 
use the equipment was put. 


The Texas Democrat said he 


has not given up on hopes for 
the banking committee to con- 
duct a full investigation of the 
cast, even though a majority of 
the committee has disapproved 
such a probe.

Ireland's confirmed fatality toll 
to 606 in more than three years 
of communal violence.

BENTON HARBOR, MICH.—When it's chow time on Skylab, 


astronauts who will be spending four to eight weeks in earth orbit, 
will have a menu which is as close to "home cooking" as modem 
food technology can make it. 


Whirlpool Corporation, under contract to the National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration, has 
developed a food system which 
will compensate as nearly as pos- 
sible tor ihe astronauts long ab- 
sence from the warmth and de- 
iight of home cooked meals. 


Dr. Norman Roth, director of 


Whirlpool's Life Support Sys- 
tems Division, said, "foe 
the 


first time, a diet will be provided 
(for astronauts) which is conven- 
tional in appearance, superb in 
taste and, yet, satisfies the rigor- 
ous nutritional requirements of 
space flight. 


The food system is so designed 


that the Skylab crews will have a 
relatively wide range of selection 
from a set of conventional food 
items, while still rigidK adher- 
ing to the 'experimental re- 
quirements'." 


For the first time, astronauts 


will prepare their meals from an 
assortment of frozen us well ao 
conventional space foods similar 
to those carried on manned Gem- 
ini and Apollo missions. 


Astronauts will prepare their 


own meals on a special food 
tray with heated compartments 


which conform to the food con- 
tainers. The tray also keeps the 
containers from floating around 
in zero gravity. 


Frozen foods will be stored in 


a freezer in the Skylab orbital 
workshop. 


In addition to being the tasti- 


est menu carried into space thus 
far. the Skylab food system is 
designed to meet the require- 
ments and objectives of an im- 
portant series of medical inves- 
tigations. 


Dr. Malconi C. Smith, chief of 


food nutrition at the NASA 
Manned Spacecraft Center, ex- 
plained that the medical investi- 
gations are profoundly influenced 
by the nature and amount of 
food that the astronauts con- 
sume. 
The Skylab food system will 


maintain a caloric level between 
2,000 to 12.800 i ^lories per day. 
More than 70 different 
food 


items are now under considera- 
tion for use during Skylab mis- 
sions. Thft final menu selection 
will be made by each crew mem- 
ber.

They 
planned to be married as soon 
as he had parental per- 
miaslon-but they split up when 
the baby was three months old. 


We wanted Jan to finish 


school so baby-care fell mostly 
to me. She treated little John as 
a doll, something to show off or 
play with when he was good and 
she had nothing elee to do. 
Weekends? I tried to make her 
take over, but how could I let 
John suffer from bar neglect? 


Now Jan is graduated, but the 


story is the same. She gets Aid 
to Dependent Children, pays us 
a little for room and board, 
spends the rest on herself. She's 
off gadding with Mends or on 
dates, but wont seek a Job 
"because I have a baby to care 
to!" Again, * I say "He's 
YOUR responsibility" and 
carry it through, it only means 
diaper raah, a hungry child. I 
cant do that to my grandson! 
Nor can we put them out, 
knowing John would suffer. 


Oh yes, girls are proud of 


their babies these days. There's 
no stigma-keeping your child 
wins you "Brownie Points" 
with your peers. But an im- 
mature teenager is seldom a 
good mother..she's too much of 
a daughter herself. Abortion 
tat always the answer. Often 
the girl becomes pregnant 
again out of guilt or regret-and 
she's doubly determined to 
keep her baby this time.

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Extra care for nose bleeds

Dear Dr. Lama—I want to 


inquire about a recent ex- 
perience I had with a nose 
bleed. 


A few years ago in New 


York I was seen by a heart 
specialist for rapid heart 
beat. The following day 1 did 
some unusual things and de- 
veloped a shaking sensation 
plus chest sweat and blacked 
out. An ambulance took me 
to the hospital. They gave 
me Cedanalid and after an 
electrocardiogram

uril, Quinidine and Aldomet. 
I was checked out of the 
hospital the following day I 
had two doctors from India 
work on me and they sure 
went to town. 


A few weeks ago 1 went 


to bed at 10:15 p.m. Sud- 
denly 1 felt a pouring like 
water coming from my nose. 
Putting my finger to the 
base of the nose, 1 noted it 
was very dark reddish blood. 
1 went to our local emer- 
gency ward in the hospital 


The blood actually poured 
out. Cool wash cloths were 
used. 


The nurse supplied a halt 


moon bandage and the doc- 
tor inserted a flat piece of 
b a n d a g e about 1/16 inch 
thick and 'a inch wide. I got 
two different injections and 
was put to bed with the 
blood pressure being checked 
regularly. At entry my pres- 
sure was over 200. which 
may have been caused by 
the sudden "party" with the 
bleeding.

now I take things in modera- 
tion. What 1 want to know 
is if this happens again i and 
1 hope it won't) is there 
some sort of treatment 1 
can resort to i -'lore 1 can 
get help? 


Dear Keader — Your nose 


bleed is probably related to 
hiijh blood pressure. Some 
of the 
medicines you've 


listed are given for that. 
Keeping vour blood pressure 
down will help to prevent 


another episode. This is why 
your doctor has asked you 
to take things easy. Your 
medicines and keeping your 
weight down and not over- 
doing it physically will go 
a long way towards helping 
you. 


Even with high blood pres- 


sure, the reason bleeding 
occurs is because of damage 
to the blood vessels. You 
may not be able to totally 
prevent the vessel damage 
but you might help minimize 
it by being certain that you 
have a proper diet and that 
you get plenty of vitamin C. 


It sounds to me like you 


did all light with your last 
emergency. The m o s t im- 
portant thing is to stay calm 
while you're getting help. 
Keep seated upright so that 
vou don't strangle on any 
blood that might run down 
your throat. Also that keeps 
the her>.d a b o v e the heart 
level which minimizes the 
pressure that would aggra- 
vate bleeding, i cold wet 


bandage over tht no** is 
sometimes helpful. Pinching 
shut the end of the no*e may 
help if the bleeding is in the 
tip. But if there is lots of 
blood it may just run down 
the back of your throat. A 
small, cold compress inside 
the tip of the nose will some- 
times stop bleeding. Fre- 
quently with a sever* nose 
bleed t h o u g h , it will be 
necessary to have a doctor 
pack the nose. With less se- 
vere nose bleeds, some of 
them will stop spontaneously, 
but even so in an individual 
with your past history, I 
think you ought to see a doc- 
tor if such an episode oc- 
cur ed.

Vietnam highways 
unsafe due to VC 


SAIGON (AP) — Two of the 


four major highways leading 
out of Saigon were reported un- 
safe today due to continued ha- 
rassment by Communist forces. 
U.S. troops were advised to 
stay off them. 


South Vietnamese police re- 


opened a third highway but so 
late in the day that only a few 
vehicles got through before 
darkness closed it again. 


Highway 13 was closed about 


21 miles north of Saigon. Route 
IS, which goes to the resort 
town of Vung Tau, was report- 
ed open only to essential traffic 
along a 20-mile stretch where 
the enemy sprang two am- 
bushes last week. 


Highway 1, which goes to the 


Central Highlands, was cut by 
a culvert the enemy blew up 
four days ago. Repairs were 
completed today, but the road 
was not reopened until late in 
the afternoon. Meanwhile, a 
huge traffic jam built up. 


Fighting continued in the im- 


mediate area just before the 
road was reopened, with South 
Vietnamese fighter-bombers at- 
tacking enemy positions to the 
north within sight of the road 
and troops shelling positions 
just to the south. 


The cutting of Highway 1 


stalled vegetable shipments to 
Saigon from the highlands. 
Scores of vegetable trucks were 
among the vehicles backed up 
in the traffic jam. 


Action also picked up in the 


Central Highlands with harass- 
ing attacks on traffic on High- 
way 14 north and south of 
Pleiku, encMplement of a base 
by an enemV battalion and a 
rocket attack on Kontum air- 
field. 


The North Vietnamese began 


a heavy mortar barrage on 
Fire Base 43, about 20 miles 


south of Pleiku, and the attack 
was continuing at dusk. 


An American helicopter that 


landed at the base to evacuate 
wounded U.S. advisers was hit 
by mortar fire, the U.S. Com- 
mand said. It reported one 
American crewman was killed 
and three crewmen and three 
advisers were wounded.

Israel made five air strikes 


Sunday against guerrilla bases 
in Lebanon and Syria. A top Is- 
raeli official said they signaled 
a new policy of "no longer 
waiting for the guerrillas to hit 
first." 


The raids were the first 


against the guerrillas since the 
Sept. 16*17 sweep into Lebanon 
by Israeli army units. There 
has been relative quiet on the 
borders since then, but Gen. 
Haim Hersog, the former in- 
telligence chief, said in a 
broadcast commentary: "From 
now on the very presence of sa- 
boteurs" in Syria and Lebanon 
"is to be regarded as a provo- 
cation." 


"This Is the operative phase 


of our pledge to hit the 
terrorists wherever they are, 
and they are in Lebanon and 
Syria," another high-ranking 
military source said. 


An Israeli spokesman said 


the targets In Lebanon were at 
Sinik, Dakifa and tter el Ash- 
ayer and a guerrilla naval base 
at Ras el Naba south of the U- 
tani River Delta. He said a 
guerrilla training camp was hit 
in Syria. The raiders came 
within IS miles of Beirut and 
within 30 miles of Damascus. 


The spokesman said all the 


planes returned safely. 


Radio Damascus said the 


Syrian Air Force drove off the 
Israelis after they attacked 
near MUsiaf, about 100 miles 
north of Damascus. No casu- 
alties were reported. 


The rockets and bombs could 


be clearly heard in Beirut, and 
sunbathers along the Mediter- 
ranean ran for cover as the Jets 
streaked towards their targets. 


A Lebanese communique said 


two civilians were killed, 16 
were wounded and two others 
were missing. It said antiair- 
craft fire kept the planes from 
hitting their targets along the 
coast and in the western Bekaa 
Valley. 


Meanwhile in Cairo, Presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat told the 
Egyptian parliament the Pale- 
stinians and Die other Arabs 
must unite "for the estab- 
lishment of a peace based on 
Justice." 


Sadat said his recent propos- 


al for a Palestinian government 
in exile was "merely an ex- 
pression of an objective." Pale- 
stinian leaders rejected the pro- 
posal. 


Turning to relations with 


Moscow, Sadat said Egypt 
"will continue to esert all pos- 
sible effort to overcome differ- 
ences with the Soviet Union." 


Prime Minister Asis Sidky of 


Egypt was flying today to Mos- 
cow for his first visit iinc« Sa- 
dat expelled the Soviet military 
advisers in July.
